THE OLD C ER T IFIC A TE S, says a rep resen ­ 
tative from the office of the S ec reta ry of State, 
becom e void F ebruary 29. 1976. 
B ecom ing valid March I, 1976. the new cards

days before. The old cards, says Buck, should be 
destroyed upon receipt of the new certificates. 
P erso ns who do not receive a new c ertific ate 
shortly afte r F eb ru ary I should contact the tax 
assessor-collector office on the first floor of the 
courthouse to reg ister to vote during the May 
p rim aries. 


SHADED BLUE with d a rk e r blue and bright 
red print, the voter c e rtificate s expire the last 
day of F eb ruary. 1978 
Buck's office, which began preparing the c e r ­ 
tificates Tuesday, req u ests that persons receiv ­ 
ing card s with m isinform ation on th em — m is­ 
spelled nam es, incorrect ad dresses or voting box 


num bers — call the tax assessor office to have 
the correction m a d e on all copies of the c e r ­ 
tificate 


The original c ertificate will be m ailed to all 
those who applied for a certificate, as well as to 
all persons who w ere eligible to vote in the 
N ovem ber 4 election last year according to 
voting lists in the tax assessor office One of two 
carbon copies is kept on file in the tax assessor- 
collector office. The third carbon is sent to 
W estern 
D ata ( o rp o ra tio n of W axah achie, 
which com plies a list of registered voters used 
bv election judges at each voting box during 
elections A copy of the list of voters is also kept 
in the tax office

Indian artifacts given to Georgetown

Dr. E d S te d m a n of Southw estern University 
and his students engineered the excavations at 
an Indian mound located on the N orth F ork of 
the San G abriel R iver that yielded the artifa cts 
w hich 
w ill 
be p r e s e n te d to th e C ity of 
G e o rg eto w n a t 4:30 p. rn. Sunday a t the 


G eorgetow n Public Library. 


The site of the archeological dig is a burnt 
m idden (Indian cooking mound and refuse heap) 
about 14 m iles w est of G eorgetow n. It contains 
the usual evidences of habitation, broken cook 
rock, quantities of flint, bone, shell and a variety 


of artifacts. I his area will be flooded in about 
three y ears to form the new lake on the North 
Turk of the San G abriel River a s p art of a flood 
control project. 


Linda G raves obtained perm ission from Dr. 
D a v id 
D i b b l e , 
D i r e c t o r o f t h e T e x a s 
Archaeological Survey of the U niversity of T ex­ 
as in Austin, for Dr. Steelm an to do the dig. with 
the stipulation that the City of G eorgetow n 
receive a representative collection of Indian a r ­ 
tifacts. 


The archifacts, rep resen tative of cultural 
m aterials found in burnt m iddens throughout the 
Central Texas area, along with sam p les of bones 
and shells, will be displayed according to type 
under the following c a te g o r ie s : d a rt points, 
blades, scrapers, and stones 


Archeologists and historians a re not sure what 
tribe of Indians inhabitated this area, but the a r ­ 
tifacts show that the tribe w as skillful in 
flintknapping and their work also displays a 
degree of artistry 


The cam p s usually consisted of about 120 p e r­ 
sons and the mounds of the area indicate about a 
year of habitation 
They lived 
by hunting, 
gathering and fishing and no evidence of farm ing 
was found, said Steelm an

Guardian, of London, d eclared recen tly that the 
U nited S tates of A m erica is em b ark in g on a “ prolong­ 
ed. b itte r election c a m p aig n ’’ in which “ the portents 
have never been so m isty nor the outcom e so potential­ 
ly dism aying 
E d ito rs of The Guardian a sse rt that 
our econom ic troubles a re forcing us into “ politics of 
disillusion 
and th at this, in turn has “ alread y blown 
the steam out of A m erican foreign policy and, before 
long, m ay m ire (our) financial re c o v e ry .” 
The im ponderables of 1976 are, by now. well known 
The field of candidates is crow ded, reflectin g largely 
the d isa rra y of the D em ocratic p arty. A com plex and 
am biguous new election law, w hich includes public 
financing of presidential candidates, is fru stratin g and 
confusing. If the polls a re a c c u ra te no candidate in 
e ith e r p a rty has the approval of a m ajo rity of his p a r­ 
ty. And finally the inordinate num ber of p rim ary elec­ 
tions — som e 31 th at will choose about 75 p er cent of 


th e convention deleg ates — encourage dem agoguery. 
D E S P IT E T H E T U R B U L E N C E , h o w ev er, we 
believe th at the doom sayers a re o v erstatin g the case. 
W hile it is tru e th at the A m erican political process is 
in one of its tran sitio n al stag es for any num ber of 
reasons, it also is a fact th at th ere is no su bstan tial 
rad ical elem en t in favor am ong A m erican citizens 
The signs th at A m ericans instead favor the m iddle of 
the road a re abundant and, in the long run, will not be 
lost am ong the can d id ates. 


Anyway, we will be relieved when November 3 is 
safely past and at this point we can only hope that 
whoever is elected will keep our good things going and 
invent a few new wrinkles to lift our spirits and give us 
new hope and higher aspirations 
And. when you say that, it almost seem s imperative 
to add: God bless America!

Yodels echo in U.S. gulches

Yodel layee odle lee o . . . on the lone 
prairie. Move over, Switzerland, make 
room for the American yodelers! 
From Salt Lake City to Stowe, Vermont, 
more Americans are breaking out in yodels 
these days — and some are out-yodeling the 
Swiss. 
"There s no question about it,” says 
William Tremp, banker and professional 
yodeler from Toledo, Ohio, “yodeling is 
increasing in popularity." 
Yodeling is gaining performers and fans 
because of both its novelty today and its 
nook in West European and American 
tradition. 
Last May, folk singer Bill Staines became 
the winner of the first United States 
national yodeling contest — defeating some 
crestfallen Swiss yodelers The “pitch-ed” 


battle was held in Kerrville, Texas, and the 
second national contest will be held there 
this May 28. 
“My yodel is more Swiss than country 
and western.” insists Mr. Staines. And 
when he goes to Switzerland, he says, he 
may challenge the Swiss right on their own 
yodeling ground. 
Swiss consulate officials lament that 
many of their country’s young people have 
sidestepped Alpine yodeling for jazz, beat, 
and rock. 
Not so in Vermont, where there is such 
enthusiasm for yodeling that a local yodel 
group, the Stratton Mountain Boys from 
Stowe, yodeled for the state Legislature in 
Montpelier last winter. 
In Portland, Oregon, Joe Einwaller and 
his wife were having a quiet lawn party 


when Mr. Einwaller burst out with a 
ringing yodel. Mr. Einwaller, an eighth- 
grade teacher of Austrian descent, says 
none of his neighbors objected. ‘‘My wife 
and I sometimes yodel together at gather­ 
ings,” he adds. 
Anna Rindlishacher, “solo yodeler” with 
the Swiss Chorus Edelweiss in Salt Lake 
City, teaches high-school children yodel­ 
ing. “Americans are more interested in 
yodeling today,” says Mrs. Rindlishacher, 
who teaches elementary “Sound of Music ”- 
style yodeling. 
Such “Richard Rodgers type of yodel­ 
ing” is not Swiss or Austrian, says Jo­ 
hannes von Trapp, the son of Baroness von 
Trapp, on whose life the movie “The Sound 
of Music” was based. Mr. von Trapp runs 
the Trapp Family Lodge in Stowe. 
Yodeling is a lengthy sequence of vocal 
sounds meant to express happiness. But 
Swiss- and Austrian-style yodeling is as 
different from most movie and country and 
western yodeling as Bavarian cream is 
from Boston cream. The same vocal tech­ 
nique is employed, but different notes. 
Legend has it that old-country yodeling 


was used to let herdsmen in a nearby 
mountain valley know that all was well. 
0. K. Kuepfer, president of the Swiss 
American Singing Alliance, says the Swiss 
yodel reaches “higher than a mezzo- 
soprano.” Mr. Tremp says there are some 
25 Swiss yodel groups in the United States, 
as well as many Austrian ones. People 
often join these groups to keep up ties to 
Europe. 
The American yodel is thought to have 
sprung up during 
19th-century cattle 
drives. To stop the “little doggies” from 
getting spooked by stray noises, drovers 
would yodel to them. 
This type of yodeling has mass appeal in 
the South. In Wheeling, West Virginia, 
Kenny Roberts is “king of the yodelers,” 
and for many has filled the western togs of 
Gene Autry, a one-time yodeler. 
One of John Denver’s hit records in­ 
cludes yodeling, and more singers seem to 
be attracted to it. Why? “It’s a pretty thing 
to listen to,” says Bill Staines. “And I was 
physically able to do it. If you can crack 
your voice you can yodel.” Mr. Tremp 
comments: “They’ve tried everything else 
and maybe this is the latest thing.”

To 99% 
Fuel charge 
rises slightly 


A 99 percent fuel adjustment 
charge on January electricity 
bills was approved by the 
Georgetown City Council at its 
meeting this week 
The Council also passed a 
resolution approving a sur­ 
charge payment to the Lower 
C olorado R iver Authority 
(LCRA) and changing the 
prodecure for billing the cost of 
wholesale electricity to the ci­ 
ty 
“ FUEL ADJUSTMENT” is a 
pass-through to wholesale and 
retail customers of the cost of 
natural gas LCRA uses to 
generate electricity. 
It means city customers will 
see 99 percent of the total retail 
charge for electricity added 
onto the bill they get in 
February. 
This m onth’s total charge in­ 
cludes 98 percent for fuel ad­ 
justm ent and oneApercent to 
help recover the 138,787 sur­ 
ch arg e paid to LCRA two 
months ago and officially ap­ 
proved by the Council this 
week. 
In Decem ber the fuel adjust­ 
ment charge was 98 percent, in­ 
cluding 6 percent to begin 
recovery of the payment. 
THE COUNCIL acted on the 
LCRA resolution after advice 
from City A ttorney Joe B. 
M cMaster 
“ What the resolu­ 


tion says. essentially, is that' 
we’re going to pay more for the 
juice." McMaster explained to 
councilmen 
Councilman W C Shell ex­ 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
power company ’s requests, say­ 
ing. “ I wish we had a tape 
recording of 1947 and 1948. when 
the LCRA promised us cheap 
electricity. If it wasn’t for us. 
LCRA wouldn't be where it is 
today.” 
But Councilman Harry Gold 
noted the cost of natural gas to 
generate electricity has leaped 
more than 500 percent in just 
over two years, from 25c to 
$1 75 per thousand cubic feet 
(MCF) 
LCRA gets its natural gas for 
generation from the Lo-Vaca 
Gathering Company, a sub­ 
sidiary of Coastal States Gas 
Producing Company. 
IN REQUESTING the tem ­ 
porary surcharge to recover 
$1 7 million in gas costs, the 
Authority explained that flaws 
in its billing procedure with 41 
wholesale customers had caus­ 
ed under-recovery over the past 
16 months. 
“ The billing procedure es­ 
tablished in the c o n tract 
couldn’t deal with an unusual 
c o m b i n a t i o n

cum stances,” Charles Herring, 
LCRA General Manager said in 


WASHINGTON - The late

one without brains could make 
it through the Yale Law School. 
as Gerald Ford did 
The real Gerald Ford is a 


good-natured guy who has the 
capacity to laugh at himself. We 
have been in the inner sanctums 
of the White House. On the walls 
are some of the cartoons poking 
fun at Ford. The President 
thought they were funny, too. 
Nor is Ford a drunk, which 
some critics have whispered. He 
is a locker-room President, who 
likes to belt a couple with the 
boys after the action is over.

Rome. Madrid and Athens. 
— Congressman Phil Burton. 
D-Calif., spent the holidays in 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Is­ 
lands. 
— Rep. Charles Diggs. D- 
M ich, toured Africa Senator 
George McGovern of South 
Dakota took off for Hanoi. Sena­ 
tor Jacob Javits of New York 
swung through South .America. 
Dozens mor e w a n d e r e d 
around the world, poking their 
''ongressional noses into fara­ 
way places. The idea behind 
congressional travel is that Con­ 
gressmen should learn more 
about the world whose destiny 


they help to shape 
Their junketing puts a strain 
on the State Department which 
is obliged to cater to their travel 
needs. As one former embassy 
official told us: “Almost invaria­ 
bly, Congressmen talk too loudly, 
drink too heavily, spend too 
much and stay too long.” 
P r o b l e m s in P e k i n g : 
Behind the poker faces in Pek­ 
ing, China’s top leaders re­ 
portedly are engaged in an epic 
power struggle. Intelligence re­ 
ports claim that a powerful mili­ 
tary faction is trying to restore 
the old ties with Russia. 
This could upset the Chinese- 
American detente and change 
the whole world power balance, 
with a dangerous tilt toward the 
Communist bloc. 
The m ilitary officers have 
enough clout in Peking, ap­ 
parently. that the government 
sought to appease them by 
releasing three Soviet airmen as 
a friendly gesture to Moscow. 
Their release was so sudden, ac­ 
cording to the intelligence re­ 
ports, that the Soviet a m ­ 
bassador in Peking. V asily 
Tostikov, was caught by surprise. 
Washington Whirl: Disci­ 
ples of Rev. Sun Myung Moon, 
the self-proclaimed Korean holy 
man. have been actively extoll­ 
ing their leader s virtues on 
Capitol Hill. They stroll the hall­ 
ways daily, buttonholing Sena­ 
tors and Congressmen, offering 
free trips and other inducements 
to win high-level endorsements 
of their movement...

Nguyen Cao Ky zipped through a 
stop sign in Washington recently 
and was stopped by a District 
policeman.
